McAllister, Campbell and Death were 


then brought into the court room and 
were conducted to the seats they occu- 
pied during the trial. 


Proceeding's were begun by Michael 


Dunn, counsel for Death, who made a 
plea for clemency toward his client, 
citing: his 
§rood record during the 


Spanish war and the fact that up to 
the time of his present trouble Death 
always lived a proper life. 


Mr. Dunn also asked leniency on be- 


half of Campbell and presented a long 
petition signed by prominent citizens 
of Paterson, who have known him 
many years. 


The petition bore 123 names, headed 


by Mayor Hinchcliffi. 


Ex-Judge Scott then a&dressed the 


court in behalf of" McAllister. 


He wanted to offer only one sugges- 


tion. It was the first crime with which 
McAllister had ever been charged be- 
fore a bar of justice. 


McAllister, Campbell and Death were 


then told to stand up. 


Judge Dixon addressing the prisoners 


said: 


"Tou,are convicted of murder in the 


second degree. Had you been found 
guilty of murder in the first degree the 
punishment would have been 
death, 


but the leniency of the Jury in nthe ex- 
ercise of their lawful authority saved 
you from the gallowa 


""We must administer the laws as 


they are. It is true these sentences will 


dsrtroy your lives, obliterating1 every 
prospect of honorable existence among 
people. The court cannot make any 
distinction, but must sentence you for 
this crime. 


"I trust the fearful 
consequences 


from this crime v.'ill help young men 
and women in this community and 
point out to them that they cann'ot 
hope to secure hapiness outside of vir- 
tue and honor. 


"The sentence of the court is that 


each of you be imprisoned in the state 
prison at Trenton at hard labor for the 
term of 30 years" 


Judge Dixon made no response to the 


petition for liency in the cases 'of Death, 
Campbell and McAllister. 


When Kerr madft the formal plea <,_ 


"non vult contendere" his couns-el 
epoke in his behalf of the fact of the 
father on his death-bed, of the faithful 
wife and six children, dependent upton 
him in the past, and of his Industry. 


Judge Dixon passing- sentence said 


the evidence does not say you he'lped in 
administering- the drug- but participated 
m the ravishment of the girl. 


"In one respect your case-was worse 


than the others-. 


"You -were older and had m'ore obli- 


gations for virtue." 


"You had a wife, worthy of your 


highest affection and children for your 
concern, but you disregarded all and 
permitted yourself to drift away. 


Now you stand here a wreck of vice 


and crime, and of such a crime. 


"No wonder it shocked the commu- 


nity and startled every womanly and 
manly heart. 


That pitiless ride and dastardly out- 


rage, and the poor victim laid dead by 
the roadside regardless of whether she 
be found by kind friends or beasts. 


"I would gladly spare the relatives, 


but cannot withold the sentence in the 
exercise of duty. 


"You 
are sentenced to 15 years! at 


hard labor in Trenton prison."

There is a great deal 
of humbug arising from tbia pretended 
devotion to music which is freely shown 
by the fnt-t tbat tho majority of those 
wbo would not beh.tato to acknowledge 
that they find the books of a certain pop- 
ular writer dull or that they can get uo 
enjoyment out of an exhibition of paint- 
ings have not the moral courage to con- 
fess, with Tbeophile Gautier, that music 
is to them nothing but an "expensive 
noise." How frequently it happens that s 
man of otherwise keen judgment gravely 
assures you that he thoroughly enjoys 
"classical music," while in his mind ho 
vaguely confounds "classical" with "dry" 
and unwittingly places himself, by as- 
Enminn this false position, in the same 
eaU'j:i>'y viith tho sir! who tolls you that 
blie "si:ii;j\i 
nil.. •" P ah'.vO.i 
tl.ca 


holds an animated c>mvi r.-ution through- 
out a performance of the Ni&th Sym- 
phony. 


This false attitude assumed toward 


music in general fosters the tendency of 
popular opinion to go to extremes, which 
necessarily is the greatest bane to the ar- 
tistic progress of a nation—as long as ths 
extremes are fads only, having but an 
ephemeral value as factors in the art life. 
As a further result of this tendency there 
is the detrimental one of its narrowing 
influence, for the eocouracemect aud sup- 
port that would otherwise be grven to the 
furtherance of the art in general are 
hereby directed entirely toward certain 
phases of musical activity that happen to 
be popular and fashionable. Witness the 
money, attention and praise bestowed on 
opera—and all at the expense of a whole 
world of other music, the beauty and 
worth and educational value of which are 
entirely lost sight of. 


And why do we not have more of this 


other music? 
For the simple reason 


that there is no demand for it. If there 
were, we should have more of it, but 
how can there be a demand for some* 
-thing that the people know practically 
nothing about? 
The want of discrimi- 


nation that naturally arises from this 
state of affairs is accounted for by the 
utter lack of masical intelligence. 
The 


system of teaching now generally in 
vogue results in the making of players 
and singers, but fcot of musicians in the 
true sense of the word. They ha their 
turn, either as interpretative artists or 
as teachers, exert a similar influence, 
and in this way that which is most es- 
sential—the knowledge of music itself, 
which leads to an understanding of and 
not merely a familiarity with the best 
works—is not taught. To ram a lot ol 
music down the people's throats and ex- 
pect them to digest it when they do not 
want it and do not know what it is they 
should want is a thankless task. It is 
this mode of "educating the popular 
taste" Without going to the root of th« 
matter that is at fault. The educational 
value of such a proceeding is nil, and un- 
til all this is changed any interest man- 
ifested in the cause of good music, be it 
in the form of a "Wagner cult," a "Bach, 
cult" or a "Brahms cult" or ajny other 
"cult," must to a gil^t extent remain a

when they hove been exposed to the 
air for a long lirae is considered one ef 
the mwt frequent raalaV^s. Among 
the colored steBes, the emeiSds, rubles 
and sapphires are those which remain 
intact »«st. 
Nevertheless they are not 


exempt from changes, as has been 
proved by many ezperiments recently 
made ia Fart*. Two rubies of the same 
size and shade were kept for two years, 
ene in a skoweas* and the other away 
from all light At the end of this term 
a comparison revealod that the first 
had become somewhat lighter in color. 


Tbe lafiuence of light makes itself 


felt more plainly oa topazes and gar- 
nets. The garnet turns much paler ia 
a short time, while the topaz assumes 
a darker shade and even loses the bril- 
liancy possessed by it when freshly 
ent. 


The moot sensitive stone in this re- 


spect is the opal. This stone draws its 
marvelous rainbow reflections from 
numerous little clefts which allow tbe 
light to pass and reflect it in different 
directions. Often the opal stands tbe 
manipulations of cutting and polishing 
well, and ail of a sudden it splits. It 
suffers always by excess of heat Ow- 
ing to its chemical composition It is 
sensitive to all the changes of tempera- 
tore.

There are many reasons why, in the 
opinion, ofl the writer, it would not. In 
a. former article on this subject sOn.e 
time ago, it vas pointed out that a 
line built over the mountain would be 
art expensive cno to build and main- 
tain. All mafOiial for its construction 
would ha.vf> to bo hauled by teams un 
the mountain v:here the roads at times 
are almost impassable- The same con- 
dition wou'«d "rove true regarding the 
maintenance of the same. It is proba- 
ble that a road bulH that wav could 
only be operated durlnfe the open season 
or when there was no snow storms *o 
block the way. With «now from ten to 
fifteen feet in depth, as isj often the 
case on the mountain, artd the terri- 
ble wind storms that prevail no one 
could be induced to travel over such 
a line ,cven if it was possible to get 
through.

talists m Mew York city will take hold 
of it and the road will be built. Unless 
the capitalists can be shown that it 
will be a paying institution there of 
course is no prospects of the road being 
built, unless the capitalists of Wil- 
liamstown and North Adam* desire to 
' join with like people at Troy in building 
the road on their own hook. This he 
feels the people in Troy are not ready 
to do. He urges that the people in this 
town make an effort to satisty the New 
York capitalists that In all their efforts 
toward the construction oi the road 
they will have th.e co-operation at 
prominent business men in this locality 
and North Adams. He also states tUat 
Jdessis. Slmseiiand arid Allen are ready 
to co-operate with anyone wishing to 
take hold of the matter in an intelli- 
gent manner. It is the opinion of the 
members of the board of trade in this 
town that it would be a paying insti- 
tution and every effort will be made to 
satisfy the New York capitalists that 
they will 
receive- the hearty co- 


operation of the business men of the 
town.

The com men little honse monse is prob- 


ably the bent known wild animal ia 
America. 
It is almost impossible to 


troid learaiif soaiethiBg of tba appear- 
mice and fatbits of this little fellow, fop 
ho acts as a private tutor on the subject 
in almost every household. 


As few of us nre fond enough of him, 


however, to pay strict attention when he 
pjcsents himself as an object lesson, a 
brief description of his external appear- 
nnee may not b» out of place. In a cer- 
tain qutiot dictionary } once possessed 
the definition of "sn«nse" was given as 
"R small lat," and this is not such s very 
bnrt one, aft*r all, except for the fact 
that th* readfr is apt to bo less familiar 
with th* appearance of a rat than a 
mouse. The total length of ths latter 
animal is about 6% inches, of which the 
(ail takes np nearly one-half. His head 
is loncish and his nose sharp. His ears 
are laise and erect, with very little hair 
on eithfr surface. His legs ar« slender, 
and bis drhcate little toes are provided 
with sharp, slightly hooked nails. 
His 


tail is round and tapering, scaly and wits 
a slight covering of short hair. In color 
IIP is dusky gray above and ashy be- 
neath. His eyes and most of his whisk- 
ers are black, and his front teeth are 
yellowish. 


Altogether he is a very dainty little fel- 


low, 
and if persons would only stop to 


study him a little instead of throwing 
things at him or calling ia the cat every 
time he puts in an appearance they would 
soon find him a very intelligent and at- 
tractire companion. 
He is very agilo 


nnd graceful in his movements and'not at 
ell vicious in disposition. For some time 
past I have bad a number of mice in 
captivity, and 1 find them very amusing 
pots. They will pat anything snd are so 
teme that they will take food from my 
band or drink from a little vessel held ia 
the fingers. They are most active at 
night, but oftca play about in the day- 
time. They are very bright and imme- 
diately give their attention to any nn- 
nsual sight or sound. To do this they 
usually pause, with their bead slightly 
on one side and with a most inquhing 
look in the eyes. After eating they wat,h 
themselves very rapidly with their front 
paws. 


Where th*r* is an abundance of food 


mie? eat a great dral, but they seem able 
to live on very little, and when once well 
established in a honse they manage* to 
get along somehow, even if the provisions 
are carefully locked up for months at a 
time. Wh»n bnagry. however, they are 
very persevering IB their efforts to get 
food and will gnaw their way into boses 
and cupboards, scale walls and even 
cross ceilings when the latter are rough 
enough to afford a hold for their sharp, 
hooked claws. They hare been known to 
descend a rope and eat tip the contents of 
a basket hangine from the ceiling. 


'They make their nests of scraps of pa- 


per, wool, rags or any soft material, 
which they usually chop op very small 
with their teeth. These homes are usu- 
ally made in a hole in the wall or beneath 
the floor or in an eld box, drawer or other 
convenient place. 
Often when clearing 


out an eld desk or trunk one comes upon 
such a nest, made of fine particles of old 
letters, penwipers and such like things. 


There nre several litters «f yonaz every 


year and geaerally from four to ten in a 
litter. 
Wfcpn the yonng ones are born, 


they are very snail, pink little creatures, 
naked and blind. The mother is delated 
to them and tends them with great care 
and evident affection. 
When they are a 


few weeks old. they begin to comp oat of 
their bole to play about and see what the 
World is made of. Tkey may easily be 
distinguished frnm the elder ones by 
their smaller tite and youBger looks. 


While the normal color ia gray, very 


rarely a black specimen is seen, and the 
white mice with red eyes which are often 
kept as pets are albinos of this species. 
Others are spotted black and white and 
at times have been sold at quite good 
prices as "fancy" mice. 


Of the many enemies of the little ro- 


dents perhaps the house cat stands at the 
head of the list. 
Many people judge a 


cat chiefly by her qualities as a mouse 
hutrer, and, all thincs considered, it is 
perhaps just as well that she does take a 
band in the game occasionally. 


Next to the cat perhaps the owls and 


hawks account for the greatest number, 
and fo:;es, coous, weasels, skunks and 
crows all look upon mice as a delicacy. 
But the troubles of the rodents do not 
end here. Scores of ingenious traps have 
been invented for their destruction, aad 
they are also poisoned in great numbers 
every year. 


When it bf comes necessary to destroy 


mice, perhaps the most humane way to 
do it is witb the spring trap, which kills 
them instantly by a blow. Poisoning is 
very cruel, nnd this method is also a 
menace to human life, not only because 
it is always dangerous to have poison 
where thprs is a possibility of children 
getting bold of it. but because the mice 
are apt to die in the walls, floors and oth- 
er inaccessible places. 


Drowning is also cruel, though I once 


knew two dear olderly ladies who were 
so kind hearted thut they used to drown 
their mice in trarai water, "because," 
they said, "it is so cruel to drown the 
poor things in cold water, in the middle 
of winter too."— Hartford Times.

artistic type. The machine made goods 
cau never reproduce these latter char- 
acteristics so well as to deceive an ex-

PHOTOGRAPHING HORSES. 


Little Trick* of tbe Comer* to Get 


the Be«t Effects. 


Photographs pf." horse show prize win- 


ners and of bjea^ts whose owners aspire, 
to honors are'' in rood demand during 
horse show times, and photographers who 
make that branch of the business a spe- 
cialty have a -busy time. 


"It is no easy matter to make a good 


horse. picture," said one photographer, 
"although every amateur thinks .himself 
equal to the task. A horse must be taken 
from the proper, point or, his owner will 
not recognize th§ picture.' If the camera 
is too near tK'e' subject, certain points 
Will be exaggerated in the photograph. 


"The best results are obtained by plac- 


ing the horse on a slight incline, so that 
the fore feet are a trifle higher than the 
bind feet. This position throws the head 
pp. Then snapping the fingers or mak- 
ing any slight noise will cause the ani- 
mal to prick up bis ears, and at the mo- 
ment wTipo he is in this position of atten- 
tion tbe photographer makes the picture. 


"When horses in harness are to be 


photographed, they must be posed on 
level ground or on a slight -incline. To 
make them look alive a hat or a card is 
sometimes i-cakd in front of them, and 
at the mow-ut when they look up the 
•nap shot is made. 


"When pictures of horses in action are 


made, we usually place the camera near 
the ground, and by that means we get 
the best hoof positions, which cannot be 
secured when tbo camera is held or plac- 
ed at the ordiriary height. 


"To make pictures of jumping horses 


the same method is employed, and the 
height of the jump is sometimes exag- 
gerated by placing the camera below 
the track level. An excavation is made 
in the ground for that purpose, and pic- 
tures made from there increase the ap- 
parent height of hurdles and make a 
small jump look something remarkable." 
—New York Tribune.

Ellsha Gray was one of the be''. 


known of tbe electrical inventors of ti t 
day. His deatu.at the age ot UtJ je&i 
caiis to mind a ut'e which was vex^u 
With a conv.ction of having br^a 
wronged by those who purchased from 
him the rights whicli he held in tlie 
perfection of the telephone. 
Preserv- 


ing even to his maturer years the plas- 
ticity which characterized the work of 
youager inventors, he contributed in- 
valuable additions to the mechanical 
resources ot the world and was ranked 
among such men as Sir William Thom- 
son, Professor Helmholta, Werner von 
Siemens and A. E. Dolbear. Close up 
to the day of his death he was engaged 
In his last notable experiments, wh ch 
resulted in the discovery of a method 
whereby fog signals at sea could be 
transmitted through the medium of the 
water. 


Tbe experiments were carried on near 


Boston, aud apparatus was dev,sed 
whereby a bell could be rung electrically 
under water to be heard at a distance 
of 12 miles or more with no connecting 
medium whatever except the sea. This 
must share the field with wireless te- 
legraphy, but Professor Gray believed 
that certain atmospheric 
conditions
